'ion  here.  We  believe  that  there  are  hundreds  among  his 
former  pupils  who  will  welcome  the  opportunity  to  assist  in 
the  est:ihlishment  of  an  enduring  anu  appropriate  tribut  to 
his  useful  life  and  great  services. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  rtiost  fittmg  tribute  to  Dr. 
MacGregor's  memory,  the  tribute  he  himself  would  most 
appreciate,  if  he  were  still  with  us,  would  be  a  scholarship, 
to  be  known  as  the  "P.  C.  MacGregor  Mei..;-rial  Scholar- 
ship," open  to  pupils  of  the  Almonte  High  School,  available 
to  assist  in  sending  some  promis.ng  and  deserving  student 
to  college.  As  Dr.  MacGregor's  interest  in  Queen'i  Uni- 
versity was  second  only  to  his  intereFt  in  the  Almonte 
High  School,  it  is  proposed  that  this  scholarship  be  a 
Matriculation  Scholarship  for  Queen's  University,  unless  a 
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majority  (.f  the  Hubscribtrrs  cxpreKH  a  w  inh  t.)  the  contrary. 
The  committee  hopes  that  an  endowment  «if  Tnv  n^Mstnd 
DoHart,  the  income  of  which  m^.j  he  used  for  this  purpose, 
can  be  raised  by  contributions  fr<»m  I  ,-.  MacGreKor's  for- 
mer pupils. 

.\8  it  IS  desirable  to  place  on  record  the  wide  circle 
throuKh  which  Dr  MacGreK(.r'8  influence  and  friendship 
extended,  any.  even  the  smallest  contributions,  will  accord- 
ingly be  welcome.  P.-om  those  who  have  pnmpered  in  life 
a  generous  response  is  anticipated.

Married 
Christmas  Day,  1879,  to  Kate  Ferguson  McNab, 
who  predeceased  him.  Two  daughters.  Miss 
Annie  K..  of  Haileybury  High  School,  and 
Miss  Grace  C-,  Mines  Department.  Ottawa.

He  could  truly 
say  with  Horace,  "Bxegi  monumentum  aere 
perennius."
